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RARITY AND VALUE OF LARGE CENT LITERATURE 

John W . Adams 

Almost all members of EAC are interested in building a reference 
library. However, in marked contrast to the close scrutiny given to the coins 
themselves, no one has bothered to comment on the rarity and value of the 
literature in which we all share an interest. In order to fill this obvious void, 

I have reviewed and listed the major works on large cents. The literature is 
arranged alphabetically by author within descending categories of rarity. 

Rarity 7. Only two special editions qualify for this elite category. 

Values assigned are necessarily speculative. 

1 . Chapman, S. H. THE UNITED STATES CENTS OF THE YEAR 
1 794. 1923 edition. More than 50 copies were printed, but all were recalled 
to correct numerous mistakes, many of which were repeated in the 1 926 
edition. Four fine plates. Value $350. 

2. Clapp, G. H. THE UNITED STATES GENTS OF THE YEARS 
1798—1799. Ten presentation copies made, with leather binding and the normal 
two plates. Printed 1931 , Value $350. 

Rarity 6. 

1. Crosby, S, S. arid Lev ick, J.N.T. THE CENTS OF 1793. 

Published with one superb plate in Volume 1 1 1 of the "American Journal of 
Numismatics", April, 1869. With 42 copies of this volume listed in institutions, 
I doubt that as many as 30 copies out of an original run of 100 are available to 
collectors. Value $200.

For most of the works cited above, there are not enough copies to take 
care of our membership, much less the numismatic world at large. For- 
tunately, there exist two excellent reprints by Quarterman Publications. The 
one which I edited includes ^ of those items focusing on 1793 and 1794 plus 
applicable portions of Frossard 1879. The other, edited by Denis Loring, con- 
tains the items (or most of them) referring to 1795-1814. At $30. each, these 
volumes are a very reasonable substitute for the elusive originals. 

SO MUCH FOR TIME CAPSULES 

John D . Wright 

A date set of large cents (1 794-1 857) removed recently from the corner- 
stone of the Michigan State Capitol building at Lansing was severely ravished 
by its 105 years of incarceration . Back in October, 1873, a large cent set, 
an 1 873 proof set, a collection of fractional currency, and about fifty docu- 
ments were sealed in a large, glass-lined copper box within the cornerstone 
of the new Capitol building . 

On removal in late 1978, the glass lining was found to have been shattered. 
The copper and nickel coins were corroded nearly beyond recognition, and the 
silver pieces were mostly encrusted and pitted. The gold pieces displayed 
some encrustation but no other impairment. The paper had long since decayed 
into nothing more than a moist paste. The large cents were corroded together 
in clusters of six aind eight pieces. 

It is believed that the glass lining of the cornerstone box was shattered a 
short time after the stone was sealed. Contemporary accounts indicate that 
cannons were set off at the cornerstone-laying ceremonies. 

Moral! ! — If you collect copper or peiper, take care of it. 

If you collect gold, you can afford to neglect it.

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A COLONIAL MESS 


HerbertA. Silberman 

The earliest settlement in New Jersey was established by the Dutch of 
New Amsterdam about 1617 in the area which is now known as Bergen County, 
and the Dutch claimed all the surrounding territory as part of New Netherland. 
In 1 623, Cornelius Jacobson Mey and Adrian Jerisz, with a Dutch company, 
built Fort Nassau on the east shore of the Delaware River, just below where 
Philadelphia now stands . 

Meanwhile, Sir Edmund Ployden and others obtained a grant in 1634, as 
a county palatine, from Charles I, the King of England, for exactly the same 
land along the Delaware and the east coast of North America, and they named 
the territory New Albion. 

In 1 638, a party of Swedes and Finns purchased the very same land along 
the Delaware from the native Indian tribes living there and they established 
several settlements in the area. In time, the Swedes and Dutch drove out the 
English. Then, in 1655, the Dutch under Peter Stuyvesant drove out the 
Swedes and sent them fleeing back to Scandinavia. 

In 1664, Charles 1 1 of England, ignoring all past claims, greinted all the 
territory between the Delaware and Connecticut Rivers to his brother James, 
the Duke of York, and he sent an expedition under the command of Col. 

Richard Nicolls to seize possession. Subsequently, Nicolls became the area's 
first Governor . In due time, Elizeibethtown, Newark, Middletown, Monmouth, 
cind Shrewsbury were founded by Puritains who came from Long Island cind New 
England . 

Within three months after receiving the grant, James, the Duke of York, 
sold his claim for the territory between the Hudson eind Delaware Rivers to his 
friends. Lord Berkeley and Sir George Carteret. The new owners named the 
area New Jersey in honor of Sir George's defense of the island of Jersey dur- 
ing the English civil war. They sent Philip Carteret, a distant cousin of Sir 
George, to rule the colony as its Governor; and he established the seat of 
government in Elizabethtown. In May of 1668, during his first legislative 
assembly, Philip succeeded in having passed a Bill of Penalties which listed 
twelve offenses punishable by death. This aingered the colonists, who revolted 
in 1 670 and chose James Carteret, an illegitimate son of Sir George, to be 
their Governor. 

In March, 1673, Lord Berkeley sold his interests in the colony to John 
Fenwick, acting as an agent for a fellow Quaker, and Edward Byllinge. In 
July of the same year, the Dutch recaptured New York and the adjacent land 
areas. They renamed the New Jersey colony, calling it Achter Kol . The 
British again recovered the territory a year later. By a treaty in 1674, all 
the area was returned to England . But now a question arose — did the land 
revert to the King of England or to its proprietors? 

Finally, a compromise was reached - Carteret's "claim" was recognized; 
and a new grant was made to James, the Duke of York, who in turn gave 
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Carteret only part of the area. Meeinwhile, the Duke had included the same 
area in a grant to Sir Edmund Andros, then the Governor of New York. 

Andros refused to recognize Carteret's claim and arrested anyone who would 
not submit to his jurisdiction. In April, 1680, he arrested Carteret, himself. 
Finally, the Duke of York re-acknowledged Carteret's claim, and Andros' rule 
over the territory was ended. Confused, by now? 

Meanwhile, John Fenwick and Edward Byllinge, the two Quakers to whom 
Lord Berkeley had sold his share, sold an interest in the area to William Penn 
and two other Quakers, Garvin Laurie and Nicholas Lucas. Penn, Laurie, 
and Lucas established a Quaker settlement at Salem near the Delaware River 
cind claimed chief proprietorship over all parts of the area south of a line 
drawn between Little Egg Harbor and a point on the Delaware at latitude 41 
north. So, for a while thereafter, there was an East Jersey under Governor 
Carteret and a West Jersey, the first Quaker settlement in America. 

Sir George Carteret died in 1680, and the entire area was purchased by 
William Penn and eleven other Quakers from Sir George's widow. This 
caused utter confusion between the new owners and the original owners, many 
of whom had sold off their shares to others . 


Finally, in 1702, the proprietors gave up and surrendered their rights of 
government to the Crown. A proprietary government was set up, thereby 
reunited East and West Jersey as a royal colony. Queen Anne of England 
appointed Lord Combury as Governor of New York and New Jersey, although 
the latter colony still retained its own General Assembly. But - and you 
guessed it! - that didn’t work out as planned either. 

In 1708, the two territories were completely separated, and Lewis Morris 
was appointed Governor of New Jersey. Approximately 40,000 people populated 
the area. Interestingly, New Jersey kept two capitals, and the General 
Assembly met alternately at Perth Amboy and Burlington. In 1776, a state 
constitution for New Jersey was adopted by the state's Provincial Congress. 

The last Royal Governor of New Jersey was William Franklin, the natural son 
of Benjamin Franklin, himself a Loyalist. 


With this kind of a historical background, we Jersey folk must be for- 
given if we seem a mite mixed up!

Recently at the post office, an acquaintance of mine saw me withdraw an 
issue of COIN WORLD from the mail box. ”Say, I didn’t know you were a coin 
collector," said he.

Why don't you come over some night 
and look at them? Bring some of your coins for me to see. We'll sip some 
hot tea and have a good coin talk. " Being in somewhat of a hurry, I r greed to 
a date without mentioning what I collected . Since I'd been collecting over 
twenty years to his six months, I figured that I would get to see some coins but 
doubted that I would learn anything . The meeting several days later proved me 
wrong . 

When the appointed time arrived, I boxed up all my old coppers and departed 
to the acquaintance's home. Spread before me on his kitchen table were 
hundreds of Morgan dollars - all very beautiful, but somehow they seemed more 
like jewelry than historic old coins. For the next several hours, the other 
collector's facade disappeared. He was not a collector, but an investor. The 
dominant words in his vocabulary were "Gem BU" and "investment potential". 

He cared not for the coins as artifacts of history, but rather as instruments by 
which he might prosper . After vievving his dollars and hearing a hundred 
synonyms for "Gem BU", I was finally asked to bring out what I had brought. 

With pride, I started laying out my worn old coppers . 

"What's this?" said my host. "Why, those dirty old things are large cents! 
They have about the lowest investment potential of anything. And they are so 
worn and dirty-looking! Put those away and get out your silver dollars! " 

In disgust, I put away my coppers and brought out the only silver dollars I 
own - a 1 795 B-4 and a 1 798 B-31 a. "Now, those are great coins, but they only 
grade Fine," exclaimed the investor.

While driving home that night, my thoughts turned to Dr . Sheldon . I 
pictured him playing a game of Old Cent Whist with Dr. French and Mr. Newcomb 
in Henry Chapman's office in the sky.

When I arrived home, I took down my PENNY WHIMSY, and sure enough,

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THE HAYS 4 DEBATE: A NOTE TO DENIS LORING

Denis, let me again congratulate you on your acquisition of that fantastic 
Hays 4. It is a super coin and rightfully deserves its place among the aristo- 
crats of our pastime. I have enjoyed watching several of our members "lose 
their cool" while holding your coin in their fingers, and I've been very 
interested in the offers cind rumors of offers which have involved your coin . 

A few weeks ago, you sent me, for editing, a preview of your updated 
condition and Condition Census list for the 1794 cents. I was very einxious to 
see how you have placed your Hays 4 on the new list. Two recent events caused 
me to be particularly interested. 

The first event was ein evening a few months ago which I spent at Ted 
Naftzger's home. The purpose of that evening was to pointedly compare three 
of the four finest Hays 4's, side by side. At that time, Ted, who has a fancy 
for finest knowns, was contemplating a trade for your coin; and he had your 
coin and his own ex WHS piece (VF30) with him. To that illustrious pair was 
added a third - my coin - which has long been graded VF35, purely out of 
reverence for the ANS coin and for no other reason. As you know, following 
our little session, Mr. Naftzger, interestingly enough, did not trade for your 
coin . 

The second event took place at our national meeting in Florida. In one of 
my conversations with you, I offered to send you my Hays 4 for side-by-side 
comparison, as I felt this was the correct thing for you to do before writing up 
cin official Condition Census. Your reply that you "wouldn't want me to send 
such a valuable coin through the mail" not only surprised me but it also gave 
me a little chuckle as I thought about it later. After all, who weis it that had 
just recently mailed his coin out to California? 

In short, I felt my Hays 4 was being ignored just a little too much. How- 
ever, all of this didn't bother me one bit, as I didn't particularly care what the 
official CC listed - ultimately, the coins, themselves, are the last authority. 
Anyway, grading always has a little of the subjective in it - recall that Del 
Bland once said that he thought the VF30 coin might be the prettiest of the loti 
Consequently, I was content to be happy with my coin and let everybody else go 
wild over yours - that is, until a few nights ago. 

At our recent regional EAC meeting recently, Ted Naftzger cind I were 
chatting and he pulled me aside cind said: "You know, Dane, I was talking with 
Bill Smith on the phone today end I told him that I thought your Hays 4 was far 
the best coin". Well, I agreed. I don't know how 'far' better it is; but in the 
opinion of the only two who have compared them, the differences are clear. 

I told Ted that it was no big deal which coin was labelled which way. "The 
hell it doesn't", he answered. "Well, OK, Ted," I said. 
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Denis, how’s this for the true Hays 4 Condition Census? 40+ - new 
(full sharpness, but handling marks. Naftzger calls it "AU50, with a scratch"; 
Del Bland has described it as "of 60-sharpness"); 40-ANS; 40-, your coin; 
30+ -Grunthal-WHS-Naftzger . 

I feel better about the above. I love my coin; I like your coin. Even if 
more people preferred your coin to mine, I still would not trade straight 
across and that’s the bottom line.

I’m ready. This is fun! I’m glad I did it! ! !

THE ROMMEL HOARD 

Recently, Ron Janowsky (EAC #166) furnished the Editor with some front- 
page newspaper articles, dated January 5, 1979 aind January 8, 1979, which he 
had clipped from THE OBSERVER-SENTINEL of Utica (N.Y.). Quaintly 
enough, the newspaper had titled one story as "A King— Sized Cache of 
Coppers" and the follow-up story, which appeared on a particularly snowy day, 
as "Storm Also Brought Blizzard of Pennies". 

The articles tell of one Edwin Rommel, a foreman in a local plant, who 
saved all his pennies each day for twenty years. Rommel is not a coin 
collector, just an accumulator, and he averaged about 137 additional pennies 
each day to his collection. Finally, he ran out of storage space, so he and his 
son wrapped the pennies into rolls, bagged them, and then deposited them at 
the main branch of the Oneida National Bank. Fortunately, Mr. Rommel had 
given the bank advance notice of his intentions, and the bank readily accepted 
his deposit. 

Altogether, there were 200 bags, each containing 5000 pennies - that’s a 
total of 1 ,000,000 pennies, worth a grand total of $10,000. Total weight of 
all the bags was more than 3l^ tons. The newspaper noted that if the pennies 
had been laid side by side, the row would have stretched for 1 2 miles; or, if 
they had been stacked one on top another, the pile would have been 5,000 feet 
high. That’s a lot of pennies! 

Incidentally, Mr. Rommel observed that he still had 43,000 pennies at 
home - I guess he and his son just got tired of putting them into rolls and 
bagging them. Even so, Mr. Rommel thinks that his deposit was unusual 
enough that it will get him listed in the GUINESS BOOK OF RECORDS - he 
has already been in contact with record officials regarding this. 

And just in case you collectors of the Lincoln pennies are wondering, Mr. 
Rommel searched through all the pennies and removed any which he knew to 
be worth more than their face value. Shucks! 

Ron suggested that some day maybe tfie Lincoln buffs will talk about the 
Rommel hoard, just as large cent buffs are apt to speak of the Randall hoard 
and the Brand hoard - although with the goodies screened out, it’s not likely. 
Anyway, Ron and I just thought that you might like to know about it. Can any- 
body beat the above record? We think it’s safe enough to say "No"! ! !

The absence of other articles for publication in PENNY-WISE prompts 
me to submit this additional data collected over the past year or so. Readers, 
therefore, may feel this to be a sort of punishment visited upon them for their 
failure to submit publication material. If so, the remedy is at hand. Just 
pick up your pencil and say something in copper! 

1 793 G-1 , C-3 

EF grades: The Kagin 1 (July 14-15, 1978), there graded as "about AU", 
was sold in Bowers & Ruddy's Roy Harte sale, lot 2047 (Nov. 16—18, 1977), 
where it was graded EF+. (Is the bottle half full or half empty?) The Scott 
109 (Amer. Auct. Assn. , June 5-7, 1975) reappeared as Bowers & Ruddy 676 
(June 5-7, 1978). 


1793 G-2, C-4 

The Woodin 797-Ryder 261 was resold in Stack's sale of Sept. 8-9, 1978 
as AU50. Its grading history is interesting. In the Woodin sale. Elder graded 
it as Unc. In the ANS copy of the Woodin catalogue, someone wrote "Ex F" 
for the lot number. In the Hillyer Ryder sale, Walter Breen gave it the split 
grade of 40 over 60, Stack's has now made a latter day "Great Compromise", 
calling it AU50. 

The Empire Half Cent booklet, which describes a "spur on the top of the 
figure 1 " probably meant to say that the 7 in the date has such a spur. To 
me, it does not look like a small spine or thorn; nor does it appear to be due 
to rusting despite the evidence of obverse die rusting around the bottom of the 
die. I believe the spur was caused by an accidental dent in the die. The spur 
at the top of 7 is probably seen in the early state of the die, provided the coin 
was not weakly struck. 


1793 G-3, C-2 

The reverse is sometimes assigned a higher grade than the obverse, as 
in the Bowers & Ruddy's Fulton sale, June 5-7, 1978, lot 677, where the 
example there offered was graded 4 over 1 2. As previously noted, the obverse 
was earlier used to strike G-4, C-1 , and it is very much less sharp than the 
1793 G-3, C-2 reverse (NN 59th sale 1111). 

1793 G-4, C-1 


When the central reverse starts to weaken, CENT fades first (Bowers & 
Ruddy 1 978 ANA sale 86) , The H and C are the last of the central letters to 
fade, as buckling continues. The two T's in STATES do not have complete 
right serifs at their bases, but the T in UNITED does. The 1978 ANA Conven- 
tion example, from the Robert E. Brannigan estate, was graded MS60 by 
Bowers & Ruddy. 
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1 794 G-1 , C-9 


A well-struck, early-state, high-grade example of this variety may 
possibly show remnants of the obverse clash marks first seen in 1 794 G-2, 
C-7 and later in G-3, C-8. The clash marks were probably pretty much worn 
away by the time 1 794 G-1 , C-9 was struck. 

1794 G-2, C-7 


A MS 65 specimen appeared on the market for the first time and was 
offered at the 1977 ANA Convention by Numismatics, Ltd. (Fred Weinberg) of 
Beverly Hills, Calif. In a COIN WORLD advertisement of August 17, 1977, 
Weinberg said that 1 2 to 1 8 specimens were known, and he gave the Condition 
Census as follows: 65-45-40-40 (dipped and cleaned)-1 5-1 5-1 5-1 5-1 2. The 
65-coin is an early state example, since the reverse crack does not extend into 
H of HALF. 

It is very difficult to distinguish obverse die state progressions because not 
many specimens were struck. It seems that there are two small clash marks 
in the V-notch formed by the Liberty Cap cind the hair. Frank Wilkinson tells 
me that they can be aligned with the first outside leaf on the left side of the 
wreath and with the third outside leaf on the left side of the wreath. Die flaws 
may also be seen (1) below the lowest strand of hair, near the truncation; 

(2) below the Pole where it enters the Cap; and (3) below the last mentioned 
blemish. 

The reverse die is apparently always seen with a crack from rim, through 
Wreath to E in UNITED, but the break is apparently never seen in the earlier 
1794 G-6, C-6 variety. This requires the assumption that the reverse die 
cracked on its initial G-2 striking. In later strikings, the crack extends into 
the upper part of H in HALF and terminates (faintly) in the field a little over 
that H (Roger Cohen, AMERICAN HALF CENTS, page 9). Judging from the 
MS65 specimen offered at the 1977 ANA Convention, there is no faint line 
connecting the upper two leaves, as described by Roger Cohen for the 1794 G-6, 
C-6 variety. The first T in STATES is weakly punched, especially at the 
bottom. This is also seen in the 1 794 G-6 use of the die, which came before 
1794 G-2. 


1794 G-3, C-8 


The obverse die in the early state may not be perfect. It might have the 
small break on the face, which first appeared in 1 794 G-2, something that still 
awaits confirmation . It may also have the clash marks in the hair which first 
appeared in G-2, as well. It takes high grade examples to reveal this die 
deterioration . Frank Wilkinson tells me that Roger Cohen informed him of the 
following obverse clash marks; (1) below LI of LIBERTY in the "V" between 
head and Cap (first seen in G-2); (2) on the hair near Cap, from L8 to K9 
(first seen in G-2); (3) possibly traces of earlier clash marks in front of face, 
which were ground away. I wonder if this is also the blemish under the lowest 
lock of hair, as in G-2? 

Reverse clash marks are seen, as follows: (again, as reported by Roger 

Cohen to Frank Wilkinson): (1) bustline mark appearing from C of CF to A 
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of STATES; and (2) sometimes, the numerals of the date, especially 94, are 
seen near TES . 

A VF30 specimen was sold in Bowers & Ruddy sale of April 6-8, 1978, lot 
2102, identifiable by a small obverse planchet clip at K7. 

1 794 G-4, C-4 

The obverse die also shows a break-like line left of the date and nearly 
reaching the date. This may worsen into the bulge that later appears there. 

The reverse crack over the tops of the peripheral lettering is difficult to 
trace. The Miller-Ryder coin shows the break from (E) D towards S (TATES); 
and the break at I of UNITED, which runs from the rim to a leaf; plus the 
following peripheral cracks over the tops of AT of STATES, S and O of 
STATES OF, and UNIT. 

An uncirculated example of this variety was sold as lot 1 1 77 in T . L . 

Elder's Feb. 12-14, 1920 sale, where he described it as follows: ”An 

extraordinary example, sharp impression both sides. Uncirculated, with traces 
of original red. The finest 1794 half cent which has ever passed through my 
hands. Should bring $75. in this state. The coin has a beautiful medium brown 
surface, no spots or corrosion. A perfect half cent." 

The Fulta sale 678 (Bowers & Ruddy, June 5-7, 1978) shows an obverse 
weakness at TY and a corresponding reverse weakness at IGA, according to the 
catalogue photograph. This is occasionally seen, but it should not be confused 
with an entire right-sided weakness of both obverse aind reverse. Sometimes, 
the entire right half of the reverse is weak, including LF and NT of HALF CENT. 
Sometimes, the entire right side of the obverse is weak. It is not clear to me 
whether the right-sided weakness is the result of mis-alignment of the dies, or 
is a die-state phenomenon. 

The Miller 1 024-Ryder 266 reappeared in Stack's Autumn sale of 
September 8-9, 1978 as lot 499, graded AU, as it was graded in Elder's Miller 
sale, and not graded 45 over 50 as in the Ryder sale. 

1794 G-5, C-2a 

Two recent EF examples are found in Stack's sale of April 11-12, 1978, 
where the recolored coin was graded EF45; and in Bowers & Ruddy's Brannigan 
(1978 ANA Conv.) sale, lot 88, where the specimen was graded EF40. 

The reverse of this variety seems to be weaker than the obverse. 

1794 G-6a, C-6a (small edge letters) 

In discussing earlier the MS65 specimen of the 1794 G-2, C-7 offered for 
sale on the floor of the 1 977 ANA Convention, I mentioned that it did not ex- 
hibit a line connecting the branches of the wreath where it ends at the top. Since 
1794 G-2, C-7 was struck after 1794 G-6, C-6a, we may assume that no such 
line appears in the present variety, unless it was a faint die scratch that wore 
away very quickly. 
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1 794 G-6a, C-6b (large edge letters) 


Frank Wilkinson says that the only known example (as of Nov. 29, 1976) 
was a late die state "with clash marte before the throat and the die break 
between B and E of LIBERTY. 


1794 G-7, C~3 
1794 G-8, C-5 

From Frank Wilkinson, on Oct. 18, 1977; "The emission sequence can 
be nailed by the fact that they have the same clash mark in front of the throat. 
The clash has a berry eind a long, thin leaf along with it. This leaf is the one 
just to the left of the A in AMERICA and is on the right side of the wreath. 
There is no leaf on the reverse of the G-3 or 8 pair or the G-2 or 6 pair that 
are in a position that could have made the clash. I am therefore of the opinion 
that the bulge to the right of the date, as you reported on page 303 of the 1 975 
PENNY-WISE, is from an auction catalogue where the coin was mis- 
attributed. I can find no information that is contrary to the emission sequence 
as outlined in Roger's book." 


1794 G-9, C-la 


An example graded AU50 was sold in Bowers & Ruddy's Brannigan (1978 
ANA Conv.) sale, Aug. 21-25, 1978, lot 87. Two examples graded EF45 and 
EF respectively were sold as lots 138 and 139 by Kagin in the 1977 ANA Conv. 
sale, August 23-27, 1977. 

1 794 Not in Gilbert, C-1 b (small edge lettering) 

Kagin's 1977 ANA Conv. sale, lot 140, graded VF, should probably have 
been graded not more than FI 2. It was sold to an EAC member, eind then re- 
sold to another EAC member.

"FDR THE LCVE DF LARGE CENTS" TAKES AWARD

Scott Williams of Tucson, Arizona who joined EAC only last year was 
awarded the "Best of Show" at the recently concluded Tucson Coin Show for 
his exhibit entitled "For the Love of Large Cents". Although Scotty's exhibit 
was tied for first place in the regular judging, he was awarded "Best of 
Show" because he placed first in popular vote of the persons attending the 
show. Thus, not only does Mr. Williams deserve a pat on the back for his 
effort; but the popular vote at that show may indicate increased awareness, if 
not increased popularity, of big penny collecting in Tucson. 

The Tucson Coin Show was held January 19-21 , 1979. I couldn't make it 
to the show, so that I didn't get to see Scotty's exhibit; but I am familiar with 
his collection.

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COPPER FOIL FOR SALE 


A letter from Scott Williams (EAC #681) offering copper foil for sale to 
EAC members was received too late to be included in the January issue of 
P-W. Scott uses the foil to make rubbings of coins, and he included some 
samples of the foil for the Editor’s trial as well as three rubbings which he 
had made of some large cents . 

By making rubbings , Scott avoids the use of a press; and his impressions 
appear every bit as good as though he had made them with the familiar rotary- 
seal press. The rubbings bring out all the details of the coins, including the 
markings and designs, cuds, flaws, scratches, etc. and the impression is 
sufficiently sharp tp permit easy attribution of the coin in question. Likewise, 
because the foil appears to be a bright copper, the rubbing looks like a coin 
just delivered fresh from the Mint. 

Scott goes on to say: "I found that using an orange stick is a necessity, 

and I work out the round shape of the coin first before making the rubbing . 

Thus I am able to keep the coin from rotating while I make the rubbing . " 

Scott says that his foil comes in 16" widths and is 0.0054" thick. The 
foil comes in 50-foot rolls and weighs about 6 ounces per foot. Prices are 
as follows: 

35" or less: $2. per foot plus shipping by United Parcel Service. 

3' to 20’: $1 .65 per foot plus shipping (UPS) . 

Greater than 20’: $1 .51 per foot plus shipping (UPS). 

A greater discount is available for those buying the whole 50’ roll. 

If you wish further details or information , contact Scott Williams directly.

Scott says that he has been trying to 
obtain some copper-tone aluminum foil also, eind this may now be available.

T uesday, January 9 — up at 7 A.M. — we all meet at Eat Boy's for breakfast — 
then to my house for you name it — Del's '94's are terrific — he teases me 
with PENNY WHIMSY plate coin, may buy later - Ricky teases my dog, 
dog bites Ricly, dog gets sick, dog later named "Jaws South" - to gym at 
7 P.M. for two hours of basketball, four on four, Ricky as basketball - 
later , more coin talk and swaps , until 3 A.M. 

Wednesday, January 10 - 7 A.M. - breakfast at Denny's at Merritt Island - 
run into Marta in Caidin, author of SIX MILLION DOLLAR MAN , 
MAROONED, etc. - Gordie and Del have to have this famous author's auto- 
graph (for their kids, of course) - quick trip to book store, and Marty

that same day — 7 P ,M. Forum was held up for half hour because of 
late dinners - Forum begins - great knowledge shared - John Adams, C. 
Doug Smith, Denis, Del, Dick, Roger, WRTS - a great night, ya shoulda 
been there - earlier, a four-way old cent whist match on the 1 796's with 
John Wright beating Tom Wolf & Dick Punchard & C. F. Gordon - it was 
close - to bed at 3 A.M. (what, again?). 

Saturday, January 13 - 1A.M. pick up Ray Chatham at motel to spend the 
night at the house — "here, Ray, let me help you with that heavy bag" — 
okay, Tom" — back at house — "here, Ray, let me carry your heavy bag

won in whist match — I'd still own the coin, but I just can't stand seeing a 
guy over 6' 5" cry (just kidding, Del) - then the auction - most lots sell on 
the floor - going even better than expected - most people got what they 
wanted - out at 1 A.M. , then to Mousetrap with Ned Bush and the Wrubles - 
coin talk again until 3 A.M. - but again, great talk - 

Sunday, January 14 - 7A.M. Gordie and me strip the bourse - run into Doc

Denis buys my S-63 XF and S-64 VF - also much buying, selling, aind 
trading going on in lobby - will these people ever get enough? (hope not!) - 
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back to house - football game going on - Del and Bill laughing as Crazy 
Legs Chatham goes out for a pass, then face first in the mud - Ray slow 
in getting up, but back for more action - Count Dracula calls - Lee Kuntz 
wants to buy by AU S-261 - don't want to sell, but can come see - offer 
too good, sold - then Myles Gerson and WRTS pop in from Orlando Coin 
Show - we all buy, sell, sway with Ray Chatham - Denis leaves his '94's 
with me while he goes to Disney World and the Caps - Gordie and Betty 
back from Orlando - bedtime 2:30 A.M. - 

Monday, January 1 5 - Gordie and 1 take back the cases and lights - late about 
8 minutes to give Denis back his coins - Denis in a state of panic - even 
forgets cash envelope - however, gets to plane on time - 7 P.M. Gordie 
plays with my City League team in opening game of season - we win game!

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JDW MAKES HIS COMMENTS ON THE CONVENTION 


John D. Wright 

The EAC meeting was a real goodie! 

The Wright family left Michigan on December 29 in slushy snow, got 8 mpg 
on the first tankful. Through great kindness and a minor miracle, we were 
able to get a fuel pump installed in Indianapolis after 5P.M. that afternoon 
(Friday of New Year's weekend) - subsequent fill-ups averaged 15 mpg on our 
1 966 Dodge station wagon. The slush saved us from an engine-fire. We spent 
that-night at Mabel Ann's mother's place near Louisville, drove through rain 
cind fog on Saturday to northern Georgia, had fine weather on Sunday during our 
drive to my sister's home in central Florida. New Year's Day was a day of rest. 
On Tuesday, we hand-delivered the 1838 mainuscript to Bill Parks while en 
route to my Dad's home in West Palm Beach. 

On Friday, January 5, we took off for the FUN show in Miami Beach. Show 
was BIG - 300 tables, lotsa stuff. I upgraded 1817 N-4 and added late die state 
of S-194. Del Bland cherried a VG 1797 NC3 and MS 1830 SL, the latter finest 
known . 

Friday morning, January 12, we took off for Cocoa Beach and stopped in 
Orlando for a small show en route. Bought two cents there; 1 830 N-6 in VG 
and 1838 N-1 4 in XF or so. 

The EAC meeting was small but quality. Motel was really nice for only 
$26. /night. There were at least three exhibit cases; one had two dozen 
impressive LC cuds (a dozen each from Punchard and me); another had two 
gorgeous MS 1 794's (one fiery red and brown, one fiery steel-olive) with a short 
comment on color; and the other had four 1 794's - the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 5th 
finest examples of S-37 (best is in ANS), each of which had sold at $6,000. or 
more. Bourse tables were taken by Jim McGuigan, C. F. Gordon, Denis Loring, 
Lillian Willins, Myles Gerson, Ray Chatham, and Roger Cohen, plus auction lots 
for examination. The facilities were uncrowded, security was tight (as it should 
be), and the crowd varied from 20-60 people at any one time, with around a 1 00 
(I guess) for the auction (including a lot of spouses). 

The 1 796 Whist match went off Friday afternoon with about a dozen kibitzers. 
I came out best, but not by much. Each of the four of us (Punchard, Gordon, 
Wolf, and myself) had best of several varieties - total 42 varieties shown 
(nobody had NC2,5,6). The 1794 Whist match (Loring, Bland, Gerson) went off 
on Saturday with much more potent material, a lot more whoopla, but only a 
slightly larger crowd. The cents laid out were in the $300.-10,000 range, with 
most being around $800 . -1 500 . 

The auction was well attended and sold fairly well. I called it, eind felt 
more comfortable at it than last year. Bought the S-1 8b as an upgrade, others 
of my interest went past my limits (confirming the widespread rumor that I'm 
a cheapskate). 

Came back to a statewide ice-skating rink in Indiana and 4 feet of snow in 
Michigan (10 feet where the plows eind Michigan loaders had piled it up). I

ing to see him, although his first goal was to look at the auction lots in which 
he was interested. I really enjoyed visiting with everybody, meeting new 
members, and talking to Bill Parks who sat at the door. I thought that this was 
the best EAC convention which I had attended (no offense meant to the other 
three). Registration was efficient, and Bill Parks was right there to meet 
everybody aind to hand out the Jeinuary P-W to the members . 

The two rooms in the motel assigned to our convention were large and 
fine for such a meeting as ours . There was plenty of activity - I never even got 
around to the bourse taibles . The exhibits were very interesting eind informa- 
tive.

EAC 1979 ANNUAL MEETING

It was 5 degrees below zero when my wife Marge aind I boarded Ozark 
Jet 941 in Indiainapolis at 1:22 P.M. on Wednesday, January 10, 1979. Two 
hours and fifty minutes later, we deplaned in Orlcindo, Florida, with the 
temperature at a pleasaint 75 degrees. What a delightfijl time of the year to 
have cin ainnual convention in Central Florida! 

On the way down, we planned to get a rent-a-car since Cocoa Beach wais 
about 55 miles from Orlando aind we also wanted to visit Disney World and the 
various other attractions in this lovely part of our country. Last fall while in 
Dallcis, Texas, we had used National Rent-a-Car and we were pleased with their 
service eind prices; so we checked with their booth on our arrival, but the 
attendant there really didn't care whether we rented a car or walked over to 
Cocoa Beach. So we frowned back at her, and then made a beeline (they've got 
a highway by that name down there) for our old standby. Budget Rent-a-Car. 
They have a $59. a week plain for the little sub-compacts which we like to drive 
in unfamiliar towns, so we asked for one of them. Too bad, they were all out 
of them - but we could have a Buick Regal instead, at the same price. Wow! 
That's like paying a VG price for an EF. After signing all kinds of forms, we 
jumped into our brown Regal and headed east on the Bee Line Highway for 
Cocoa Beach. We were delighted with the car and the weather. 

Cn arriving in Cocoa Beach and not knowing where Frank Wolfe's Beach 
Side Motel was located, we asked a young man who had a stalled car cind he 
gave us the directions, mentioning as we pulled away that he was staying there 
too. After getting unpacked and settled in our room, we checked on the various 
eating places and headed for the "Surf" which had the right name for a seafood 
dinner. 

When we returned to our room, there was a knock on the door and there 
appeared our first EACer, Pete Smith of MinneapxDlis — a brand new, interest- 
ing member. Lo cind behold, he was the young man who had given us the 
directions to the motel. These EACers are always helpful ! I had brought along 
the coins remaining from my January large cent price list, and he looked 
through all of them. We had a nice time, coining and chatting. 

Marge had requested me to set aside at least one or two days to visit 
Disney World, so early Thursday morning we took off for this fabulous place. 

It was another warm, sunny, gorgeous day. We spent 7 full hours at this play- 
world and saw only about half of the exhibits and attractions. Words can't 
describe this wonderland - you have to see it to believe it. 

Cn our way back to Cocoa Beach, we stopped off at the Sheraton International 
Motel to see a couple of Indiana dealers who were attending the Central Florida 
Annual Show. I picket up some excellent buys on a 1 793 VF30 Wreath, an EF 
1811 Turban, and a few other choice pieces which these chaps had landed at the 
F.U.N. show the previous weekend. I also met another dealer from suburbcin 
Philadelphia and relieved him of all his large cents at a sub-compact rental car 
price. 
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Friday morning the telephone in our room rang, and Billy Keith Wolfe 
from North Carolina wanted to know when we could get together . I said that 
I'd stop by his room in about a half an hour on my way to the meeting and the 
bourse hall. It was raining bucketfuls at the time. Fortunately, the motel was 
constructed with a portico all the way around it, so you didn't get wet when it 
rained. I said "Bye" to Marge and headed for Billy Keith's room. He had a 
3-error 1 801 which he said had the word LIBERTY misspelled and which I 
wanted to see. After meeting his young wife and baby, he showed the coin to 
me and I had to agree with him that LIBERTY certainly look misspelled. After 
looking over some other coins which he wanted to sell, we left his young family 
and headed for the convention room . 

Tom Wolf registered us in, and we took off for the various bourse tables. 

I spotted Denis Loring and asked him to check the odd 3-error 1801 . He said 
that it was not a fourth error, but rather a change of the metal , mainly due to 
wear . 

For the next five hours , I bought and sold large cents with Del Bland, 

George Ewing , Ray Chatham, and many others . Marge stopped by during the 
late afternoon, and we invited Ray Chatham over to the room after he finished 
up with his table. The three of us had a nice visit, with drinks, and then headed 
for the dining room for our evening meal. Afterwards, we went back to the 
convention room for a while, and finally headed back to our quarters . It had 
rained nearly all day. 

Saturday, January 13, I spent another four hours on the bourse floor, after 
which Marge and I took Raymond Kelly of Oklahoma City to the Cape Kennedy 
Missile Base. We were very impressed with the launching pads aind towers. 

Our biggest thrill happened on our way back when we stopped at an orange grove 
and picked our own oranges - right off the tree!! Armed with a large net bag 
full of oranges aind another filled with grapefruit, we returned to the motel - 
just in time for a quick dinner before the EAC Auction . 

Tom Morley and Tom Wolf were in charge of the auction, with John Wright 
handling the auctioneer's gavel . For awhile, I thought that I was going to be 
the only one bidding successfully, but then my luck ran out cind some other 
bidders started to pick up some excellent bargains. With the two Toms and 
John watching eagle-eye for any bids from the crowd, the auction proceeded in 
a very well-paced rate that allowed everyone to easily keep up with the lots they 
wanted. There was one intermission which allowed John a chance to rest his 
voice and the majority of the bidders to stretch and to move around a little „ The 
auction was very successful, and it was run professionally by these three gentle- 
men . 

When the auction was concluded and all of the bidders had paid up, I got to- 
gether with Denis Loring and purchased some nice large cent material from 
him. After that John Wright placed a group of large cents in front of me which 
were priced where I had to buy them. Since it was past midnight by this time, I 
headed back to the room after telling Rod Burress of Cincinnati that Marge and I 
would take him over to Orlando Sunday morning to catch his plane, since we 
were going over there for more of Disney World and the Central Florida Coin 
Show . 
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Sunday morning found the midwest group of EACers in a tissey. Thirty 
inches of snow had been dumped on Chicago, closing O'Hare Airport and causing 
all kinds of air traffic problems throughout the country. Rod called our room 
cind we made arrangements to leave about 10 A.M. for Orlcindo. On our way 
there. Rod rode in the back seat and attributed some of the coins which I had 
purchased during the last few days. We had an hour or so before his flight time, 
so we headed for the Central Florida Coin Show again. Before I knew it, I was 
dealing with a friend from West Virginia who had a nice group of large cents. 

Rod cind Marge decided that I was too tied up at the time, so she took Rod back 
to the airport. Later on, Myles Gerson and William R. T. Smith appeared at 
the show too, wondering what was going to happen with their return flight to the 
Windy City. I guess they finally made it home.

The players were Del Bland, 
Denis Loring, and Myles Gerson; eind the coins were beyond belief. The matcl ■ 
wais very close throughout, with the final standings being Del, Denis, Myles. 

Of course, when you own cents like those, there are no losers. 

The auction offered coins suitable for all pocketbooks . Prices realized 
ranged from a few dollars to several hundred, and I think that all bidders 
managed to get at least one coin or two. John Wright was the auctioneer and 
did his usual fine job.

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A HOOSIER'S IMPRESSION OF A FLORIDA EAC CONVENTION

It wasn't the fact that I was going to an annual EAC meeting cind it waisn't 
because it was in Florida that I anticipated a really great time, because I had 
been to both on many occasions. It wasn't the knowledge that I'd be seeing Tom 
Morley again, since I knew that was going to be fun (I had to fulfill a dare that if

So, off to dinner it was, with no rest, but what 
a delightful surprise it turned out to be: Bill Noyes, Bill Smith, Denis and Paula 
Loring, Myles Gerson, and a number of others were all at the table, and I 
hadn't seen ciny of them for close to two years. It was then that I realized why 
I had been so excited about the meeting . 

One of the topics of conversation at the table was a three-way whist match 
of 1 794 large cents, which are by far my favorite cents, to be played on 
Saturday morning. I knew personally of a number of pieces and had heard of 
quite a few more which Myles, Denis, and Del Bland owned, but to see them all 
on competitive display, was more than I could imagine. 

After a delightful dinner, subjects which were of interest to all were dis- 
cussed at a forum by Bill Smith, Tom Morley, Roger Cohen ("What's New in 
Early Copper?"), and Denis Loring ("Anatomy of a Trade"). Then all of those 
named above, plus Doug Smith, Myles Gerson, eind Dick Punchard discussed 
large cent literature. All the topics and speakers were very informative and 
interesting . 

Later, as the evening wore into the wee hours, I was like a child listening 
to fairy tales as I listened to Doug Smith and John Adams reminisce over the 
giants in our field (viz. Hines, Sheldon, Newcomb, Downing, etc., etc.) and 
some of the clandestine acquisitions which they all seemed to make. I could 
have asked a hundred more questions, but the hour was late, and there would be 
plenty of time tomorrow. 

Just before tossing in the towel, Myles Gerson and Bill Noyes had to show 
me "something". It turned out to be a display of a small portion of Myles' 
trade token collection. It's too long to go into here, but the bottom line to this 
portion of the meeting is that I am a new, but avid, trade token collector. 

Saturday morning started off with breakfast with Myles Gerson, a short 
"let me see what you have. I'll show you what 1 have" tete-a-tete with Tom 
Morley, then off to The Whist Match . 
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Much will be written elsewhere about the match, I am sure, so I *11 not 
go into details; but the S-1 7a and S-27 belong to Denis, the S-57 cind S-69 of 
Del s, and the S— 54— 56 and S— 61— 64 of Myles' were breath-taking. Only once 
before have I seen quality like that, but never before have I seen the quantity 
of 1 794 large cents , Of the 60 varieties represented - yes, there were NC's - 
I counted a total of 1 53 separate coins. Even when I think of that number for a 
while, I shake my head in disbelief! The match was extremely close at the 
"half-time" and later at the end, but when Del was declared the winner, 1 was 
sad - not sad for the losers, but for myself, that the match was over. Super- 
latives like "greatest of all time", "incredible", and "fabulous" were flying 

here and there. Paula Loring was the official photographer; and between the 
two of us, we counted at least 25 spectators. That, at least, should be a whist 
match attendance record! 

1 did not come back down to the ground again until after I arrived home on 
Sunday evening, but I made the best of it. Lunch at a very nice restaurant was 
followed by renewing acquaintances with C. F. Gordon, a short trip to see Tom 
Morley s great house, the annual EAC meeting, and then the auction which 
appeared to be very successful for all concerned. 

Late dinner Saturday at midnight with Iris and Tom Morley and Betty and 
Gordon Wruble was the forum again for more large cent chatter and gossip.

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REACTIONS OF A NEWCOMER AT HIS FIRST EAC CONVENTION

It was ten below zero when I left Minneapolis. Florida residents apologized 
for their unseasonably cold weather. It was only thirty degrees warmer than 
Minneapolis weather instead of seventy or eighty degrees warmer. 

I wanted to play tourist for a few days before the convention. The promo- 
tional literature had described rental cars, tours, and Disney World buses. I 
soon discovered that the only thing within walking distance was the beach. The 
Disney World bus would pick me up, but I had to go ten miles to Cocoa to buy 
the ticket one day in advance. If I didn't have a car to go to Disney World, I 
also didn't have a car to drive to Cocoa.

I watched a couple of games of large cent whist. The three-way match on 
the 1 794's drew a big crowd . All of us were amazed to see three or four CC 
coins competing in each variety.

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MINUTES OF MEETING OF BAG’S BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

The Board of Directors of Early American Coppers, Inc. convened on 
Saturday, January 13, 1 979 at 2:25 P.M. at Frank Wolfe’s Motor Hotel in 
Cocoa Beach, Florida. The following board members were present: WilUam 
R T Smith, John D. Wright, Jeffrey Oliphant, Joe Kane, Gordon Wrubel, Rod 
Burress, Del Bland, Dane Nielsen, and Tom Wolf. John Adams was represented 
by Denis Loring . 

Bill Smith briefly reviewed the reports which were to be presented to the 
membership at the general membership meeting. He explained the proposed 
changes to the by-laws of Early American Coppers, Inc. which were to be voted 
upon at the general membership meeting. 

The board unanimously adopted a resolution authorizing the Treasurer to 
establish an account at an insured investment banking firm with club funds not 
required for immediate payment of EAC obligations . 


The board considered Dr. Warren Lapp's proposal that an office of 
Historian be established. After considerable discussion, the board decided that 
EAC should seek applicants for the position and that such applicants should 
formulate an outline of the duties and responsibilities to be performed by a 
Historian. It was believed that the future Historian could provide valuable in- 
sight into this matter. No decision was reached regarding the creation of the 
office of Historian, pending membership response. 

It was reported that Charles Funk who has prepared the annual index to 
PENNY-WISE from the time of its inception may in a few years be unable to 
do so any longer. The board discussed the long-term future of Early American 
Coppers, Inc. and the need for the organization to operate smoothly during any 
transitional periods. 

The board received a summary of the Membership Committee’s recom- 
mendation with respect to John G . Wood and heard some of the reasoning behind 
the recommendation . 

The board considered the division of any royalties which might accrue from 
the publication of large cent revision books currently being written by Denis 
Loring, John D. Wright, and Jules Reiver. The club’s legal rights in respect 
to any royalties, the possible amount of such royalties, and the possible rights 
of others (viz. the collaborators) in respect to any such royalties, were dis- 
cussed . All collaborators contacted have waived their rights to any such 
royalties. The board, by unanimous vote, agreed to a 50/50 split with each 
author of any royalties derived from the sale of his respective book. This 
arrangement was aceeptable to each of the three authors. 

The meeting was adjourned at 4:07 P.M.

He noted that there are 
400 paid members for 1979, with an additional 100 whose 1979 dues are still in 
arrears. He noted that the organization is financially sound. A detailed 
Treasurer's report is to be included in the March issue of P-W. 

On behalf of Darwin Palmer, Vice President, President Smith reported 
that the initial supply of the EAC membership brochure has already been 
exhausted. The membership was informed that Jack Beymer would have more 
copies printed and these would be distributed to EAC members for the solicitation 
of new members. 

Although the position of Historian for EAC has not yet been established. 

Bill Smith advised that EAC is presently looking fbr candidates. A notice to 
this effect will appear in the March issue of P-W.

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Bill Smith reviewed the proposed amendments to the By-Laws of Early 
American Coppers, Inc. After minimal discussion, upon the motion of Dan 
Holmes, seconded by Tom Wolf, and carried by unainimous vote of the member- 
ship present, the following amendments were adopted: 

1 . Article III, Section 1 : to the sentence "Dues will be set at a uniform 
rate for all General Members" add the following: "j however, reduced dues 
may be offered to renewing general members and to junior general members, 
as defined by the Board of Governors, on a uniform basis." 

2. Article XI I, Section 2: change the phrase "a banking institution" to 
read "an insured banking or investment banking institution". 

3. Article XI I, Section 5: add this new section as follows: "Investment 
of funds of the Society may be made in accordance with the ’prudent man' rule 
and as approved by the Board of Governors . " 

4. Article IV, Section 1: change the wording "a Recording Secretary, a 
Corresponding Secretary" to "a Secretary" . 

Del Bland, on behalf of Warren A. Lapp, M.D. , read the report of the 
Editor and Publisher of PENNY-WISE. Upon motion by John Adams, seconded 
by Ernest Montgomery, and carried by unanimous vote of the membership, a 
resolutidn was adopted to commend Dr. Lapp for issuing the finest numismatic 
publication in America. 

Next, Lee Kuntz presented price quotations to the membership in the event 
that Early American Coppers issues a new medallion in 1979. After an initial 
cost of $650. for preparation of the dies, the medals would cost the club 62 
cents each for oxidized copper, 57 cents each for oxidized bronze when pui — 
chased in quantities of 1 ,000 or more. If only 500 were to be produced, an 
additional set-up charge of $50. would be necessary. No decision was made as 
to the issuance of a new EAC token. 

Upon the recommendation of the Membership Committee and with the support 
of the EAC Board of Directors, action on the termination of John G. Wood's 
membership was postponed until the general meeting to be held at the ANA 
convention later this year. 

Bill Smith reported that the Board of Directors had reached an agreement 
with Denis Loring, John D. Wright, and Jules Reiver on the matter of 
royalty-sharing derived from the large cent revision books currently being 
written. EAC and each author will divide any royalties from his respective 
book on an equal basis. John Wright noted that he was primarily concerned 
with his book being published in a high quality manner cind that any royalties 
were of secondary importance. No firm dates have yet been established for 
the completion of any of the manuscripts. 

President Smith reported that EAC is presented seeking proposals for the 
site of the 1980 EAC einnual convention. A site in the northeastern United States, 
somewhere between Boston and Washington, D.C. is preferred. 

Upon motion by Jeffrey Oliphant, seconded by John Wright, and carried un- 
animously by vote of those members present, Tom Morley was commended for 
a job well-done as 1 979 Convention Chairman . 

The meeting was adjourned at 5:45 P.M.

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1978 REPORT ON "PENNY-WISE" TO THE ANNUAL MEETING 

BY P-W'S EDITOR 


PENNY-WISE closed out its twelfth year of publication on November 15, 

1 978 with another very good record for the year. A total of 302 pages were 
published in Volume XII, as compared to 333 pages for Volume XI in 1977. 

There were a minimum of crises occurring during 1978, and no major 
problems presented themselves. A number of original papers appeared in 
Volume XI I; John Wright's revision of the late date cents was continued; 
several new variety discoveries were reported - all in all. Volume XI I repre- 
sented cin excellent report of goings-on in the collection of the early coppers: 
Colonials, half cents, and large cents. PENNY-WISE has been widely 
acclaimed as an outstanding publication for a numismatic specialty, and EAC 
cam be justly proud. 

Because P-W was able to reduce its cost of preparation and distribution to 
the barest minimum, those of you who renewed their EAC membership before 
December 31 , 1978 for $12. got the biggest bargain in America. And operational 
expenses could be reduced even more if EACers would provide the treasurer, 
John D . Wright, with any change of address several weeks in advance of the 
next issue being released. We get a number of copies of P-W returned to us 
each issue because the addressee is no longer living at the address on file for 
him. P-W is regularly mailed out as Third Class mail - this is at a very re- 
duced rate, and the post office will not forward any copy even when the forward- 
ing address is known to it. Undelivered copies are returned to us at first class 
rates, usually 70 or 80 cents a piece, and then have to be re-mailed at first class 
rates when the addressee supplies us with his new address. 

Likewise, there is another operational savings which can be made if the 
members would cooperate by observing the deadline for receipt of copy. 

Important articles, special notices, and ads for Swaps & Sales received just at 
the deadline, sometimes five or six days afterwards, require special handling, 
telephone calls, reshuffling of pages, etc. If members would make their mail- 
ings earlier, a considerable savings to P-W and EAC would result. Members 
are reminded that it takes mail approximately seven days from time of mailing 
until delivery in Brooklyn, even if the mailing place is just across the East 
River in Manhattan. 

Also, members are reminded that P-W is EAC's (and their) forum for the 
publication of any items or articles of interest to collectors of the early 
American coppers . P-W will exist only so long as the members keep the 
publication supplied with material suitable for publiscation . The Editors invite 
all of you to forward to them promptly your comments, ideas, suggestions, 
gripes, information, questions, just about anything related to Colonials, half 
cents, and large cents. If you're worried about putting your thoughts or ideas 
into proper English or understandable words, rest assured that editing will 
avoid embarrassment to any one in that respect - and if copy does require ainy 
extensive editing, it is always cleared first with the author before being printed. 
P-W strives to present your ideas as you want them to be presented. 
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During 1978, several issues of P-W had to be abbreviated because of an 
inadequate amount of material on hand at the time we went to press. Thus, 
a request is hereby issued for each and every member to consider submitting 
at least one article during 1 979 for subsequent publication in P-W. There 
are many subjects which still need to be explored, so there is no dearth of 
material about which to write. Give us your own personal ideas on grading, 
attribution, storage of coins, preservation of copper pieces, historical back- 
grounds, pedigrees, cherrypicking, coin shows, past numismatic greats, 
census by variety or by year, rarities, auction catalogues, statistics, review 
of past sales. Condition Census, cartoons, puzzles, - you write it and we'll 
print it! And how about your mini-autobiography? - do you have one on file 
with EAC? - has it already been printed in P-W? and if not, why not? There 
is still much to be written and published in P-W on the early coppers and their 
collectors, so how about resolving to do your share in 1979? 

And don't forget this - members are always delighted to read comments 
or articles written by current numismatic greats - names like Adams, Breen, 
Blaisdell, Silberman, Coring, Wright, Cohen, Pfeffer, Naftzger, Ford, 
Paschal, Reiver, Doug Smith, Wrubel, ad infinitum - you know who you 
are - sorry if I have omitted your name, but maybe it hasn't appeared recently 
in the pages of P-W! Likewise, past contributors such as Doug Winter, John 
Ward, Chuck Funk, David Gladfelter, etc. etc. are names the members are 
always looking forward to seeing again on articles published in P-W. How 
about it? Will you help P-W out, or are you going to sit back and enjoy the 
fruits of labor of the other members? Walter, where are you? 


If the fall-off of material should continue in 1979, it could be necessary 
for P-W to revoke the standard publication dates currently being observed. 

In such an event, the Editor has considered this possible alternative: if two 
successive issues need to be abbreviated for lack of sufficient material, the 
second of the two will contain a note, stating that the next succeeding issue 
may be delayed until such time that sufficient material for publication can be 
accumulated. THE COLONIAL NEWSLETTER already uses such a system 
and publishes at sporadic intervals. P-W prefers to continue publication at 
the regularly stated intervals, but this depends entirely upon each and every 
one of you to do his share. If P-W must use the alternative, it will only be 
done as a last resort - aind by such a method, each member will be assured 
of getting all six of his issues.

EAC '79 AUCTION 


The EAC'79 auction was well-attended and drew prices ranging from the 
ridiculous to the sublime. Over a hundred bidders attended the Saturday 
evening session at which 321 lots from twelve consignors and seven donated lots 
went under the hammer. Two hundred sixty-one lots were sold to seventy 
buyers for $23,903, forty-one lots failed to bring the consignors' reserves 
(totalling $8060), and iwenty-six lots (primarily from two consignments) were 
returned by mail-bidders as overgraded. For these, we apologize - we'll try 
to do better . 

The catalog was an impressive document and the cataloguing was, for the 
most part, up to EAC's standards. We all owe Tom Morley our gratitude for 
a job well done. The only two technical errors to come to light were lot 274 
(43N12 listed as N1) and lot 287 (the rare 38N1 4 buried in a group lot with no 
mention of its rarity). Though sold before and at the convention for a dollar, 
the catalog cost $2.50 each to print and mail. This is called "overhead". 

A listing of the "best buys" of the sale would be impossible, as the same 
things fascinate different people to differing degrees. There certainly were 
some lovely coins sold - and some cheap ones - and some rare ones. A few of 
the lots whose prices surprised me include lot 111 (S-213, VF25+ (§) $250), 
lot 11 2 (01 NCI , FI 5, no bid at $900 reserve), lot 1 46 (1 7N1 4, AU55 (§> $1 50), 
lot 150 (19N6, XFd)$70), lot 1 65 (37N1 2, XF40 (§> $77 . 50) , lot 200 (S-112, 

AG3 @ $13), lots 254-255 (nice proof-only half-cents (a) 2/3 Guidebook), lots 
256-257 (nice 1 794 Heads of 93 at half of Guidebook), lot 267 (1 7N1 4 - the hoard 
variety, MS65 @ $430), lot 271 (1839 Silly, lovely 60+ but with shallow edge- 
cuts @ only $130), and lots 273-275 (lovely late-dates, but at $350-$450 each). 

Other surprises included the rumor that Frank Stillinger is working on a 
roll set of S-262 and S-265 (he bought lots 219-223), the abeindon with which 
John Ashby bought (seemingly) every even-numbered lot in the sale, the high 
interest shown in auction catalogues (lots 47-56 and 240-246), and the really 
beautiful EAC belt buckle that Al Pereyo made and donated. John Ashby (of 
"EAC vest" fame) just raised his hand and left it up till he owned it - that was 
no surprise! 

The bottom-line of the auction came to $3076.56 in commission and receipts 
for donated lots, $152 from catalogs sold, $2016.55 in auction expenses, 

$791 .52 in other show expenses, and $340.00 received in bourse fees. The 
auction paid for itself, paid over half of the general-convention expenses, eind 
left a net $760.49 profit for EAC.

PENNY "WISE by First Class Mail 

P-W’ used to be mailed by first class mail, which generally gives faster 
delivery than third class. When EAC went to third class mailing we saved 
a lot on postage. Our tax exempt ruling saved us a little more. This 
has allowed us to hold EAC dues down to a reasonable level. 

We have had requests from several members for first class mailing of 
their P-V? at a surcharge. We can do this so long as the numbers do 
not become excessive. The special handling of these mailings (within 
reason) is volunteer — but the extra postage is not. If you want your 
P-W mailed first class, drop our Treasurer a note to this effect and a 
$5 check to cover the rest of 1979. Your response will determine whether 
or not we will continue this service for 1980 .
